All taxes paid to 
the people amount to nearly one-half 
the government debt at the close of 
the war. every. way,” said he, 
“the people are taxed and it ought to 
be the aim of statesmen to make these 
burdens lighter.’’ 

He discussed the revenue and protec- 
tive tariff and said: ‘“‘The difference in 
practice of the two theories is seen 
chiefiy in an aggregate reduction of du- 
ties, as the same amount of revenue 
must raised, but in the manner of 
adjusti rates the best Republican 
revenue ff we ever had was that of 
1846. There is not eneugh difference 
between the two schools of tariff states- 
men worth quarreling about. They are 
both protectionists, as may be seen by 
comparing the Mills bill with the tariff 
of 1893, and the Wilson bill with the 
tariff of 1890. The first tariff was for 
two purposes: To raise revenue and to 
establish domestic manufacturing in- 
dustries, and the effect has been what 
was desired and expected. 

“The Wilson bill is a protective -neas- 
ure. It surrenders revenue on the lux- 
uries and discriminates against farms. 
The duties on many: products are of no 
benefit to the farmers, but when they 
are of any use let them remain, if the 
protection policy is to be maintained. 
The Wil bill allows a loss of revenue 
that might as well be retained. It is 
no better on the whole than the pres- 
ent law. It has free wool, but taxes 
clothes; free hides, but taxes shoes. It 
taxes manufactures’ and gives free 
raw materials. When the tariff re. 
formers bring us free wool and leave 
such burdens on the clothing of men 
and women who perform the manua! 
labor of the country, may we not in- 
quire where the line is to be drawn be- 
tween a tariff for revenue only and the

A LESSON FROM SAN FRANCISCO. 


Only a few days ago we referred to 
the great benefits which the North 
American Navigation Company had 
conferred upon San Francisco in reduc- 
ing freights from Central American 
ports, and thus stimulating commerce 
between San Francisco and those coun- 
tries. It is now announced from San 
Francisco that an attachment has been 
levied upon the company by the Pan- 
ama Railroad Company, and 
financial difficulties are so great that it 
will probably have to go out of exist- 
ence. This is the first serious competi- 


tion in transportation which San 
Francisco has enjoyed for many 
years, if ever, and it is really 


surprising that the merchants should 
permit an enterprise which has 
already been of such great benefit to 
them to go to pieces. The example of 
San Ftancisco should be a lesson to the 
people of Los Angeles. 

,» At one time, not so many years ago, 
San Francisco was the undisputed mis- 
tress of the commerce of the Pacific 
Coast. Her business men, elated by the 


- rapid and wonderful growth of the city, 


became impressed with the jidea ‘that 
there was no possibility of rivalry on 
the part of another city on the Coast. 
They sneered at the claims of outside 
sections, and the delegations which San 
Francisco sent every two years to the 
State capital legislated: not for Califor- 
nia, but for San Francisco. was 
all-right as long as San Francisco mer- 
chants continued to receive the bene- 
fits of the vast sums of money which 
were dug out of the ground on the 
Comstock. But after a time the silver

Portiand, and Seattle, and Tacoma on 
the north, and Los Angeles on the 
south had become serious competitors 
in business, not tb mention. the great 
centers of the Hast, which had been 
sending their drummers thgysends of 
milea, to solicit—and to obtain—a trade

which properly belonged to San Fran- 
cisco. The San Francisco merchants 
at length awoke from their false sense 
of security; they began to look around: 
to see what could be done to restore 
business, or at least a portion’ of it, to- 
its old channels. This they soon found 
would be difficult or even. impossible. 
While they had been sitting down and 
imagining that San Francisco would 
always remain the only commercial 
center of the Pacific Coast, a great 
‘corporation, which they had supposed 
was aiding them by discriminating 
against interior points in freight rates, 
had been quietly but surely fastening 
its chains around them, and when, they 
awoke they found that they were bound 
hand and foot. They could not com- 
pete with points like Los Angeles and 
Seattle, and Tacoma, because those 
places had competition in transporta- 
tion, while San Francisco Was entirely. 
at the mercy of one railroad corpora- 
tion. Something“had to be done, and 
after a hard struggle sufficient money 
was raised to justify the establish-. 
}ment of a competing steamship line— 
the North American Navigation Com- 
pany—which, after doing good work 
for some time, has got into financial 
difficulties, as aBeve stated. 

There is a lesson for this in Los 
Angeles, a detailed statement of which 
it is not nece8sary to make, for “he 
who runs may,read.” 


OFFICIAL MAPS. 


In order to still’ further eluctdate the 
harbor problem, The Times this morn- 
ing sends out with its city edition a 
special sheet showing fac similes of the 
‘maps prepared by the Board of Engi- 
neers to illustrate their report upon a 
deep-sea harbor for Los Angeles.“ — 

Readers can see at a glance thle fea- 
tures of the propesed harbor sites, and 
also read a summary of the findings of 
the board with reference to San Pedro 
and to the Southern Pacific’s location at 
Santa Monica Canyon, respectively. 
They can see that the San Pedro break- 
water runs through water from six to 


dozen wharves capable of accommo- 
dating the largest vessels lying in the 
deepest water in the harbor, can be 
projected from its inner face at a cost 
pof a few thousand dollars’ each—a cost 
which any single shipper or firm of 
moderate means can defray. It can 
also be seen that such wharves, in or- 
der to reach a depth of water sufficient 
te accomffiddate large vessels in the 
Santa Monica Canyon Harbor, must 
each be several thousand feet long, 
and will cost (if the Southern Pacific’s 
claim of the cost:of its own wharf at 
that place is true) something like a 
million dollars each. But, supposing 
the company’s claim in‘ the 
case be thrice multiplied, and 
that the Santa Monica wharf cost only 
a third of a million dollars, a dozén 
wharves built in that harbor will cost. 
four millions of dollars; or, in other 
words, as much as the entire estimated 
cost of the San Pedro Harbor, to say 
nothing of the constant expense of 
maintaining such structures. 

On the other hand, in the harbor at 
San Pedro a dozen wharves, running 
off from the breakwater, would- prob- 
ably not cost a fourth as much as the. 
single wharf of the Southern Pacific. 
at the canyon, about which so much. 
boasting has been done, and the cost, 
of maintenance of the entire dozen

part of the harbor front at San Pedro,’ 
being the property of the government, 
can never be monopolized by any per-. 
son or corporation.

Herald, editorial, De- 
cember: 9, 1892:) . The action of the 
Board of, Army Engineers in selecting 
San Pedro as the site for the new deep- 
sea harbor for the coast of Los .An- 
geles may not immediately result in 
an adequate appropriation from Con- 
gress to construct it. The next Con- 
gress will, without doubt, be domi- 
nated by a strong spirit of economy 
and will cut down appropriations in 
évery possible direction. That the 
recommendation of an appropriation 
of nearly three million dollars to fur- 
nish a deep-sea harbor for Los An- 
geles will meet with strong opposition 
there can be little doubt. But eventu- 
ally the great public necessity for such 
an harbor ‘will- secure the appropria- 
tion. There will be no resisting the 
argument that Congress, having, at 
enormous expense, 
harbor at Galveston as to make :it ac- 
cessible and safe to crafts of the larg- 
est size, it would be to the interest of 
| American commerce to have a like 
harbor at San Pedro, so that the two 
oceans should be provided with har- 
bers. through which the commerce of 
Asia could reach the Atlantic States 
and Europe by |. the shortest. route. 
Time is now the great factor that con-. 


points, and, if one, two or three days 
can be saved in carrying teas to Eu- 
rope from China by way of San Pedro 
and Galveston, the complementary har- 
ber needed on this Coast will be built.

other at Santa Monica. The Southern 
Pacific Railroad Company is rapidly 
earrying out a substantial wharf at 
the canyon, which. will extend over a 
mile into the ocean. The largest draft 
vessels will find safe.and easy moor- 
age at it, an@ we have no doubt that 
by degrees the corporation will turn 
their wharf into a mole, such as has 
been built at Oakland, when between 
it and Point Dume there will be one 
‘of the most accessible and safest har- 
bors on the Coast. The wharf or mole 
will protect the shipping from _ the 
southwest, the promontory of Cape 
Dume will be a perfect barrier from 
northwesterly storms, and Catalina 
will break the force of any gale that 
may come from the west. The protec- 
tion will be complete, and vessels from 
all parts of the world will land at 
Santa Monica with perfect safety. 
Thus we shall have two good harbors 
for deep-sea vessels. These will serve all 
purposes’ of our commerce, and 
bring to us a class of merchant vessels 
to discharge at our wharves that now 
only ride at the roadstead of San Pedro, 
or occasionally unload their cargoes ,at 
Redendo wharf.

rate given covers the profit which 
belongs to the producer, ‘he’ being al- | 
lowed a small interest, while they take 
the profits. It is not necessary to go 
very far back in this place to remem-. 
ber the threat made by a Southern Pa- 
cific Railroad official to make the grass 
grow in the streets of Los Angeles 
unless we complied with certain condi- 
tions they wished to impose; and this 
is precisely the same spirit exhibited 
by that railroad autocrat in the East, 
who, in his exuberance and a like 
umental indifference to the weal or woe 
of the community, exclaimed: ‘The 
public be damned!’ | 

In glawing contrast to all this has 
been the action of the Santa Fe Rail- 
road, which sought to build up the 
country, and allow a fair profit. to 
all, its policy being to “live and let 
ive,”’»and certainly if any help should 
be extended or any partiality shown in 
any way, the sympathies of the peo- 
ple are with the great system ‘that 
has tried, and is trying, to build up 
the country on broad and generous 
principles, and encourage shippers and 
producers, instead of, in vulgar par- 
lance, “‘sizing up” their pile and tak- 
ing the HMon’s share of it.

CHARTER REVISION. 


Cimauee So Far Suggested by 
the Committee. 


Sentiment in Favor of Increasing the Nums 
of Councilmen—All Demands 
to Be Approved by the 4 

Council. 


‘The special committee of the City 
Council, appointed to confer with cit 
izens interested and prepare recomé 
mendations for a revised city charter, 
rmet last evening at the City Hall, 
There were present Councilmen Rhodes 
Nickell, Pessell and Munson, and exe 
Councilman M. T. Collins. 

Taking up the matter of officers to be 
elected, it was agreed to recommend ~ 
that the offices of City Engineer, City. 
Clerk and Street Superintendent be 
made appointive. 

Coming to the provisions for the 
number of members of the City Counellt 
Councilman Nickell spoke in favor o 
having one .Ccuncilman each 
ward, and a certain number at large. 
He said that of late ward lines have 
been too closely drawn. For instance, 
there are to be a certain number of 
sidewalks or a certain portion of this 
or that for each ward. By having 
some of the Councilmen at large they. 
would be likely to work more for, the 
benefit of the city as a whole rather 
than for any particular locality. 

Councilman Munson said he thought 
it would be-.well to allow each ward 
one Councilman and then allow another 
to each ward, the population of which 
exceeds a certain amount. 

Councilman Pessell thought that 
either of these methods would have 
the effect of giving one part of tne 
city a better representation: than an- 
other. 

‘It was finally decided to leave this 
part of the question open for the Pres- 
ent: 

The secretary (Mr. Pessell) of the 
committee was requested to send for 
copies of the charters of Denv ver, 
Omaha, Kansas City, Indianapolis, Chie 
cago and Pittsburgh. - 

It was decided to recommend to have. 
the water overseer appointed by the 
Council. 

No changes were made in the sec 
tions providing for the selections of 
members of the Board of Health or 
the boards of Fire, Police or Park Com- 


missioners. 
(Section of the present charter, 
providing for the auditing and approv- 


ing of demands was not reached, but 
there was'no objection raised when Mr. 
Nickell asked the secretary to make 
an entry on the minutes, so that when 
the proper point in the charter is 
reached it shall. be changed so as to 
provide that all bills contracted by the . 
Ifbrary board shall be upon requisi- 
tions approved by the Council, and all 
demands approved by that board must 
be approved by the Council before be 
ing paid. This will place the library 
board on the same footing, as far ag 
demands are concerned, as are the Fire, 
Police and Park boards, 

The question of changing the present 
ward boundaries was spoken of, but it 
did not appear to meet with favor. It 
was stated that the people of the 
thickly-settled locality just west of the 
southern portion of'.the city are ear. 
nestly considering the question «af an.
